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U. S., Soviet Dispute 


Holds Up Progress 


on Arms Situation 


Inspection, Regulation of 


Arms is Obstacle to 


Control Laws 


Lake Success, N. Y., Dec. 10.— 


(AP)—Conflicting United States 
and Soviet Russian views on set- 
ting up inspection and control or- 
ganizations regulating arms con- 
trol were reported authoritatively 
today to be the lone obstacle to 
completion of a proposed resolu- 
tion of world-wide disarmament. 


A drafting committee charged 


with framing the resolution went 
back into session this morning af- 
ter working until last midnight. 


i The' sub-committee named by the 


political Committee to consider dis- 
armament proposals was called to 
meet at 11a.m. CST). 


An informant who would not be 


identified said that the United 
States desired that the general as- 
sembly in its disarmament resolu- 
tion leave a free hand to the se- 
curity council in setting up the 
inspection and control organiza- 
tions. The United States, it was 
said, does not desire that the 
resolution lay down specific de- 
cisions on the number of organiza- 
tions or their names. 


To Override Kussia 


An unofficial survey of delegates 


indicated today that the assembly 
would override Russian opposition 
to an international inventory of 
armed troops at home. 


At the same time, Great Britain 


appeared certain to lose its fight 
to set up a U. N. inspection board 
member nations in the troop in- 
ventory. 


Meanwhile, the 54-member polit- 


ical and security committee sent 
to the assembly a Belgian resolu- 
tion recommending that all mem- 
bers of the United Nations immed- 
iately recall their ambassadors and 
plenipotentiaries 
from 
Franco 


Spain. The vote was 27 to 7, with 
16 
abstentions, 
including 
the 


United States.

March 10,f western diplomats ex- 
pressed hope today that soviet for-" 
eign minister V. M. Molotov would 
quickly reverse himself and agree 
to get the views of small nations 
on Germany before the great pow- 
ers start work on a German peace 
treaty. 


In fact, if Molotov does not 


yield his opposition on this point 
by the end of the week it seems 
highly unlikely that the Moscow 
session will be held. Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes told the 
foreign ministers council meeting 
last night he was flatly opposed to 
making any German decisions un- 
til the small nations have had op- 
portunity to express their views. 


Molotov said he would think the 


matter over.

Government economists said to- 
day it will take a month or two— 
possibly longer—for production to 
return to the peacetime peak that 
had been attained on the eve of 
the 17-day coal strike. 


One economist remarked it may 


turn out that "the greatest loss 
was in tempers and creature com- 
forts." 


All agreed, however, that it will 


be some time before total effects 
of the shutdown become fully ap- 
pa rent- 


Besides the coal itself—not only 


a source of power but a basic ma- 
terial in production—the other in- 
dustry hardest and most directly 
hit by the strikp was steel. Steel 
also is a fundamental link affect- 
ing the whole chain of the econ- 
omy, 
and analysts said it probably 


will take two or three weeks or 
more to restore steel production. 


The automobile industry, an- 


other sufferer, was seen as re- 
bounding somewhat more quickly 
—in a week or two. 


parts makers, whose production 
loss threatened to throw out of 
gear the making of many finished 
products. 


Several building materials in 


severely short supply, including 
cement, and chemicals, paper and 
pulp also were said to have felt 
the effect of the coal stoppage 
sharply. 


On the score of wages and 


profits, the economists said losses 
will bear hard on those who suf- 
fered them, but are not likely to 
loom large against the national 
totals. 


Coal mining accounts for but 


$1.200,000,000 of the $81,000,000,- 
000 total of wages and salaries 
paid by private industries last 
year. Manufacturing industries as 
a whole—principal secondary suf- 
ferers— paid out $38,000,000,000. 


In totals like that, the econo- 


mists said, the estimated $67,000,- 
000 in wages lost by 400.000 
miners over a two-week period and 
the smaller one "week loss by 
perhaps 150,000 others "doesn't

GOP Is Accused 
of Double Dealing 
on Committee Law 


Washington, Dec. 10—(AP)— 


Senator 
Carl 
Hatch 
(D-NM) 


charged today that Republicans 
are violating the spirit of the con- 
gressional reorganization law by 
dealing themselves extra seats on 
four important 
senate commit- 


tees. 


But with the Republicans' 51-to- 


45 edge in the new senate, there 
is not much that Hatch or any 
other Democrat can do about the 
decision reached yesterday by the 
Republican committee on commit- 
tees. 


"The intent of the reorganiza- 


tion act," the New Mexico senator 
told reporters, "was to provide for 
a fairer distribution of committee 
places without too much regard 
for party politics. 
Anything that 


transgresses that purpose of the 
law violates its spirit if not its 
letter." 


Set Up Ratios 


The committee on committees 


decided to demand a 19 to 9 edge 
on the 21-member appropriations 
committee, and 8 to 5 ratio on 
labor, rules and public lands, and 
7 to 6 on the other 11 committees 


In the last congress—not bound 


by the reorganization bill 
it 


passed—the Democrats held a 15 
to 10 margin on the larger appro- 
priations group, and could out- 
vote their Republican colleagues 
by these ratios on the other three 
committees at issue: Labor 11 to 
7, public lands, 9 to 6 and rules 
7 to 5. 


Republican leader Wallace White 


of Maine, who also is chairman of 
the committee on committees, de- 
clared the reorganization law "put 
the Republicans in a straitjacket" 
so far as taking extra committee 
sets is concerned. He offered this 
explanation: 


The law not only reduces the 


number of senate committees from 
33 to 15 but also limits minority 
party members 
(Democrats the 


next session) to two committee 
seats apiece. Thus the 45 Demo-

There is a labor-saving or labor-wasting way to do 
every farm job. Because we use too many old, hard 
ways, we waste 15 to 25 percent of our time. Greater 
attention to hnin we do our jobs can save time and 
work.

better are especially needed. Most farmers still use 
almost as much work to make 100 pounds of pork, 
beef or milk as they did 25 years ago.
